Nfw Delhi, the September 1957 

S.R.p. 2943.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1398), the Central Government hereby directs that 
with effect from the 18th September, 1957, the following further amendments 
shall be made in the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely;— 

In the said Rules— 

(1) in rule 1 for the entries under the heading "Letters", the following entries 
.shall be substituted, namely:— 

“for a weight not exceeding one and a half tolas.16 naye palse. 

for every one and a half totas, or fraction thereof, 

exceeding one and a half tolas.10 naye palse", 

(2) in rule 1 for the entries under the heading “Book, pattern and sample 
packets’’ the following entries shall be substituted, namely:—' 

“for the first five tolas or fraction thereof..8 naye palse. 

for every additional two and a half tolas, or fraction, 

thereof, in excess of five tolas.3 naye palse”; 

(3) In rule 4 for the entries under the heading “Business Reply Envelopes" the 
following entries shair be substituted, namely:— 

“for a weight not exceeding one and a half tolas.15 naye palse; 

for every one and a half tolas, or fraction thereof, 

exceeding one and a half tolas...10 naye palse". 
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
